ELECTRICITY FROM 
“THE TIDES. 


’ SCIENTIFIC TESTS AT... - 
; AVONMOUTH. 

For some time past preparations 
have been ‘proceeding at Avon- 
mouth for some important experi- 
ments of obtaining electrical power 
from the tides, and these are now 
rapidly nearing completion. The 
object of.the acheme, which is 
being carried out entirely by 
private enterprise, is to bridge the 
slack period, ‘when the water is 
practically level, and generation of 
electricity ceases owing to the ab- 
sence of tidal power. A turbine 
has been installed in the face of 
the wall near the Avonmouth Dock

The Jatest addition to the flect owned 
by the Osaka Shosen, .Kaisha (the 
Osaka Mercantile Steamahip Co., Ltd.), 
is the large twin-screw passenger and 
zargo metorship Bucnos Aires Maru, 
which has heen built by the Mitsubishi 
Shipbuilding ond Engineering Co. at 
their: Nagnsaki works, while the Rio de 
Janeiro Maru, under construction at 
the same yard, will bo completed in 
May, 

These two veasels have been specially 
designed to supplement their owners’ 
service between Japan and South 
America, ‘Their construction and equip: 
ment conform to the highest require: 
ments of Lloyd’s and the Japanese Gov: 
ernment. ’ 

The principal: dimensions and other 
important elements of. the, Buenos 
Aired Maru are ‘ws follow ngth, 
overall, 482ft/; length, 
breadth, moulded, 62ft.; depth, moulded 
to upper dock, 39ft. 6In.; load draft, 
26ft.; dendweight, 8,284 tons; wzrosd 
tonnage, 9,628 tons; brake horse power, - 
6,000, and speed on trials, 17 I:noty. 
She has accommodation for 60 first- 
class passengers ‘and 1,076 third-clas3, 


In design the new vessel conforms to 
modern practice, - She has two tall 
masts and one, big funnel, to which’ no 
rake .has been given, atroight stem 
and cruiser stern, The water-tight sub- 
division is effected by seven main trans: 
verse bulkheads. In addition, above 
the bulkheads, partitions of a fire: 
resisting nature are fitted, A cellular 
double bottom extends the length of the 
ship, and is. sub-divided into several 
separate compartments.for the stowage 
of oil. 


Special atténtion has been given, to 
tho decoration of the public rooms to ex- 
press particular features of Japanese 
style. .

THOUSANDS‘ HOMELESS. 


. 


° Manila, Yesterday. 
The east coast of the island of 
‘Leyte was swept on April 18 by a 
deatructive off-season typhoon. 
Fourteen towns were hit, and 


laTolosa and Dulag are reported to 
have 
thousands being homeless. ‘The 
number of deaths or injuries are 
not ascertainable. 

The first reports reached Manila 
after forty-eight hours’ delay. The 
Governor of Leyte wired to Mr. 
Charles H, Forster, the director of 
the American Red Cross in Manila: 

“Please secure immediate aid for 
a thousand - homeless people, 
especially food, clothing and build- 
ing materials.” 

The typhoon was of smal? areg, 
‘but’of unusual intensity, surpris- 
{ny the, Weather Bureau authori- 
ties, as typhoons never occur at 
this time of the yeur in the direc: 
tion of the Philippines. 

The, Leyte Governor’s message 
deseribes the coconut .trees in the 
devastated aregs as standing like

Each of ‘the buiildiugs—four are 
planned—will contain thirty-six 
duplex apartments each of which, 
by @ scientific arrangement, will be 
equivalent to an average five-room 
apartment. i 

Mr. Wright has anfd he plans to 
design ‘the’ Stiterior decorations 
himself, the furfiture probably 
being constructed of steel, adding 
emphatically that he will not 
“allow any ‘inferlor desecrators’ in 
the building.’ Heavy drapes will 
be employed to give the tenants 
desired privacy. . e 

Mr. Wright's announcement of 
‘the “glass. house” plan, which 
caused no end of a rumpus in the 
ranks of conservative architects, 
followed closely -upon'his incot- 
poration bya group of Chicago 
business men last Summer. It was 
‘gafa these men, all wealthy friends 
af the architect, had taken such 
‘an unusual step “to save a, genius 
from wrecking himself.” The in- 
corporation ‘papers called. for 
$60,000 preferred stock, ‘with 
Emanuel GC, Kroon : holding the 
common ‘stock... The architect him- 
self holds no stock in. the -‘incor- 
porated body. 

Mr. Wright plans to erect apart 
ment houses constricted of glass, 
held together by the central core of 
reinforced concrete, doing away al-

He 
plans to fabricate the building - 
wholly within. a shop, save for the 
pouring of the conercte base and 
core. By varying the colour and 
transparency of the glass indivi- 
dual tastes xmay be suited. <All 
furnishings, as far as practicable, 
will be built in. :
